Japan The Real Loser 


Official announcement that a British 
bat le fleet is now in the Pacific is the se- 
quel to the story told in despatches some 
weeks ago of the destruction of the Tirpitz 
in a hideout on the coast of Norway. Japan, 
not Germany, was the hardest hit when 
that giant warship went down, 

First to last the Tirpitz was a dead loss 
to Germany. It fought no battles, destroyed 
no convoys. But it was a great potential 
menace, which kept some British battle- 
Ships in European waters when they might 
have been actively employed elsewhere, 

In this the Tirpitz was more useful to 
Japan than to the country which built it 
at great cost in money, time and materials, 
A destroyer or a small torpedo boat was of 
more use-value to the nation which did 
without butter in order to construct the 
non-seagoing monster, 

The imposing skulker finally disposed of, 
British ships which penned it in the Norwe- 
gian fjords are now on duty ‘in the Indian 
ocean and the Pacific.

Wartime Profits 


The notion that big business is cleaning 
up huge profits in wartime went into the 
discard some time ago, when the leader of 
the CCF party was invited to name some 
of the “war millionaires” whose existence 
he had been alleging. Mr. Coldwell found 
it more convenient to stop talking about 
that subject, 

Why it was more convenient is shown 
by some figures given out by the Bank of 
Canada, following a similar statement is- 
sued by it a year ago. The Bank officials 
have investigated the affairs of 665 com- 
panies for the year 1943, These companies 
represent a cross-section of business 

The results show that the companies in 
1943 earned net operating profits of $799 
millions, against $488 millions in 1939. But 
along came the Government tax collectors 
and when they got through there were only 
$292 millions left. But that isn’t all the 
story. When it came to distributing divi- 
dends the shareholders of the companies 
last year got only $260 millions, against 
$288 millions in 1939, 

And that isn't the end. When the divi- 
dends were distributed, around came the 
tax collectors again, and under the head- 
ing of personal income taxes the sharehold- 
ers had to hand out such sums as made 
their 1939 taxes look like pin-money. 

This showing differs only in detail from 
that of a year ago in respect to business 
operations in 1942, 

The very obvious point is that war is 
not what it used to be. Busineas concerns 
may take in more money, but by the time 
the tax-men have grabbed their share the 
little In cases may be ac 
than what was left in 1939.

Nazis Worry About France 


Naturally, Herr Goebels does not like 
the new pact between France and Russia. 
It is the kind of agreement he and his as- 
sociates are bound to view with anything 
but satisfaction. 

For by the pact these two countries, 
fronting Germany on either side, bind 
themselves to continue to make common 
cause with the other Allies against the 
Nazi power. But they do something more. 
They pledge mutual co-operation in es- 
tablishing a world organization for peace, 
and specifically to take joint action to “bar 
the way to any kind of initiative rendering 
possible a new German attempt at aggres- 
sion,” for twenty years, 

This very positive long-range undertak- 
ing is no doubt the clause in the pact which 
Herr Goebels and his friends particularly 
disapprove. They can hardly have expected 
that France and Russia would not stand 
with their Allies until the present war is 
ended, But this pledge reaches into the 
long future, and it is so worded as to re- 
quire action at the first sign of an attempt 
to revive the aggressive spirit in the Reich. 

What to say about the objectionable 
pact was apparentily something of a puzzle 
to the propaganda department and its di- 
rector. All their cogitation brought forth 
was a broadcast to the effect that France 
had put itself in bondage to the Soviet, 

In Germany that may seem to be tell- 
ing comment. To the rest of the world it 
will sound like a huge joke, considering the 
deep concern Nazi Germany has shown for 
four years lest France should fall under 
foreign domination!

“cannot be shared, and the co-

1t is disheartening for a paren! 
to buy the children expensive toys 


and then watch them thrown 
around and mis-used as if the 

were valueless. Some destruction 
is to be expected when children 
play hard with their toys, or when 


they make use of them in unintend 
. ed ways 

Yet, despite the child's age and 
ineptness, the sturdily built toy, 
even if more expensive in the be- 
ginning, is a better buy, Flimsy 
toys which break under ordinary 
usage merely inspire destruction. 

The child who is destructive, 
because that alone pleases him, 
and who plays with toys only to 
break them, is suffering from a 
lack of interest that must be at- 
tributed to one or more causes. 


The lack of interest may be 
present because the toy is beyond 
the child's range of understanding 
However wonderful the colored 
clays, if the child is too young to 
manipulate them into imaginative 
objects he will merely handle the 
clay and throw it around. 

Interest may be suffocated be 
cause the finished objects and toys 
the child receives give no inspira 
tion to his own imagination, He can 
wheel the enormous elephant 
around but unless he rides on it and 
crushes it, he can think of nothing 
else to do with it. Play materials 
may be more useful for a child at 
this stage than finished tovs which 


are mis-handled and = mis-used 
through {Inability to think of any 
thing to do with them : 

Children whose playrooms ar 
like department store tos depart 
ments will have a lack of interest 


in all toys, There so much to 
be played with that they have no 
desire to play with anything. Rather 
than make a choice, they do nothing 
o1 throw toys around getting 
pleasure out of the confusion they 
create, a confusion that is matched 
by that in their own mind 


Take away all but a few toys and

let the child get acquainted with 
them, He'll soon discover that thev 
have potentialities he has never 


had time to discover 

Destruction ma means of 
hurting the parent, who in turn is 
im some way, hurting the child. If 4 
child bearing a sense of resentment 
toward the parent finds that dec 
truction annoys her—or him—then 
destruction will be pureued for ite 
own sake, 


One can only study the home 
Situation and try to uncover the 
reasons why toys do not enter- 
tain, but merely serve as materi-

hree new river boats were add 
ed to the company’s fleet this year, 
the George Askew, the Clearwater 
and the Slave, as well as five new 
barges. In addition to increased 
equipment, new routes were taken 
over. The Corser and Duncan port 
age between Fort Fitzgerald and 
Yort Smith, a nine-mile stretch over 
which freight is moved by truck 
and trailer was written on the com 
pany’s map. Increased handling re 
quirements called for the use of 
larger trailers capable of handling 
any size boat or barge in the coun- 
try 

Men engaged in the business 
still find the toughest operation 
on the route that stretches from 
the end of steel at Waterways to 
Aklavik on the Arctic coast is the 
Fort Norman to Port Radium 
track that branches off the main 
route through Great Bear Lake.
